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Military grants new FAE contract to McGill

In a confidLMitial session in 
May, tlie executive commit- 
tee of McGill’s Board of 
Governors approved a con- 
tract with the Defence Re- 
search nstablishment that 
could be McGill’s fourth Fuel 
Air Fxplosive research con- 
tract. 

Dean of Graduate Faculty and 
Research Gordon Maclachlan said 
llie contract was for a higli sjved 
pholojirapliic technology to record 
“pressure fronts moving through a 
lut>e at liigh sjK’ed." 

"It allows the professors to meas- 
ure things they’ve never been able 
to measure Ivfore," he said. 

“This is an F'AF contract,” s;iid 
Marc Wills, a mcmlx;r of liie Ad- 
Ikx; Committee for Re.s|«)nsible 
Research, a campus group that 
opposes research into FAE’s. 
“l.et’s look at the context here, the 



professors involved in this contract 
tire the ones working on the other 
FAE contracts, and this contract, 
like the others, is with the Defense 
Re.search Establishment. " 

“One assumes that if Ilhe Defense 
F^esetirch Establishment] have 
funded it, they are interested in the 
results," Maclachlan .said, “I can’t 
say if it isori.sn’tlan FAEcontract]. 
I’m not llie agency spon.soring it.” 
Asked if the May contract, worth 
S226,134, wiLS for wea|X)iis re- 
.search, Maclachlan resjHmded, 
“'niis isa narrow inter|iretation that 
is latched onto by die many |)eople 
who op|Hise the more lurid apiilica- 
lions of this technology. If the re- 
search involved lhe.se asjK’Cts, I 
would oppose it tix).’’ 

“I kind of dislike the le.ss lurid 
aspecLs ux),’’ Wills .said. “The work 
that professors Lee and Knystautas 
have iKen doing for the DND has 
lx:en on the dispersion, detonation 
and potential explosive power of 
FAEs, in effa’t improving this 
weapon’s efficiency and effective- 



ness. It seems that this particular 
contract is part and parcel of their 
other work.” 

“1 don’t know why there is this 
intense concern over this re.search. 
It’s sornetliing tliat hapix;ns every 
lime you pul your fixrt on the gas 
IK’dal of a car,” Maclachlan stiid. 

Maclachlan .stiid dial the new 
contract is “a pure research issue. It 



may as well have lx;cn granted by 
the National Rc.scarch Council. ” 
“Rut the Natiomd Re.search 
Council hasn’t fundeti this. It’s a 
military contract,” Wills .said. 
“FAE technology is at the cutting 
edge of wcajxins development, and 
the profc.s.sors whetlicr diey wish to 
acknowledge it or not are shanx;n- 
ing this edge.” 



“'Iliis new contract shows that a 
lot more pushing is going to Ixî 
rc(|uired to convince the university 
administration that ethical rescarcli 
concerns and six;ial implications of 
this research override any ixjtential 
civilian Iwnefils of this re.search,” 
Wills .said, "McGill .should not lx: 
contributing to die development of 
a lx;lier way of killing people.” 



Board dilutes divestment policy

Tlie US managers 
presently uphold die policy of di- 
vestment, however die global man- 
gers have yet to instate such policy.

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Government stalls on loans and bursaries

Québec student leaders have 
accused Education minister Claude 
Ryan of misleading ihej}ublic and 
students about plans to reform the 
province’s loans and bursaries sys- 
tem and electioneering over the 
issue. 

According to Réjean Bileaudcau, 
ministry attaché for loans and bur- 
saries, “unforscen difficulties,” un- 
covered during the course of a 
ministry study on financial aid will 
delay the completion of the report 
until 1990-91. 

The study, which was to have 
been completed in the summer of 
1988, is the second of three steps in 
the reform plan and marks the first 
time in ten years that a special of- 
fice has been set up to review finan- 
cial aid. 

Bileaudcau said the study 
adresses both "general policy is- 
sues as well as specific questions in 
order to determine whether we have 



a balanced system.” Student groups 
such as ANEEQ and FAEQ have 
presented briefs to the task force, 
though no formal hearings are tak- 
ing place. 

ANEEQ General Secretary 
J can-Pienc Paquet bel ieves that the 
government is waiting until after a 
fall 1 989 election to release a report 
which will recommend cuts to stu- 
dent aid systems. "It’s easier to 
make cuts to these programs after 
the vote,” he said, “meanwhile 
Ryan will proceed with minor re- 
forms to build up a good image, so 
that we can forget the cuts of ‘86.” 
Bileaudcau denies Paquet’s accu- 
sations. “His argument may sound 
logical,” he said, -“but Paquet 
doesn’t realize that the rclorm was 
not announced in order to make cuts 
to student aid. It is being under- 
taken in order to respond to specific 
problems.” He also feels that 
Paquet is wrong to think of the 
reform as a oolitical venture 
though he admits that it will have 
political ramifications. 



Bileaudcau said even if the 
study is completed as late as 1 989 it 
will be released to the public before 
the election. “At that point it will be 
public knowledge — there won’t be 
any more games of hide and go 
seek,” he says. 

The first step of the reform, in- 
volving bureaucratic streamlining, 
has already affected students rc- 
cieving loans this year. “Ninety per 
cent of all loans arc in already, 
that’s a lot earlier than last year,” 
said Judy Stymest, director of stu- 
dent aid at McGill. 

The third step is the cabinet’s 
adoption of actual reforms to the 
loans and bursaries system. 

But the government has rc- 
negged on its promise to include 
student organizations in the ncgoci- 
ating process. André Couture. 
Vice-President Extcr-nal ol 
McGill’s Post-Graduate Students’ 
Society said, “I can only believe 
that the government deliberately 
misled ANEEQ in order to stop an 
embarassing strike,” he said. 



referrring to last year’s student 
suike which demanded student 
input in the reform process. 

The suike ended when the Pro- 
vincial government agreed to meet 
with ANEEQ representatives to 
ncgociate reforms in the loans and 
bursaries system. However, ac- 
cording to Paquet, litüc mauirial- 
ized. 

“It is not the job of the govern- 
ment to ncgociate with special 
interest groups,” said Education 
ministry press attaché Luc 
Rhéaume, “We will certainly listen 
to them, but the decisions arc ours 
to make.!’ 

Paquet confirms the new govern- 
ment attitude. “Last Monday Ryan 
refused to even use the word ne- 
gociate. Last year no one uied to 
deny that we were negociating. 
Now, they won’t even admit tliat 
they ncgociate with uodc unions.” 

“One day he will say that he wants 
to give more money to students. 
The next day he will want to take it 
away,” he said, “It’s all pan of the 



secrecy he likes to work in.” One of 
the goals of ANEEQ’s November 
12th day of action is to force Ryan 
to take a public stand on the issue of 
student aid reform. “He will have to 
tell the public his intentions.” 

Rhéaume and Stymest agree that 
while Québec has the most gener- 
ous student aid program in North 
America, with a budget of S250 
million, there arc problems to be 
dealt with. ANEEQ’s lists of de- 
mands for reform include the estab- 
lishment of a system accessible to 
all students and which can provide 
sound financial support above the 
poverty line. 

At McGill, .^SOO suidents would 
be affected by such a reform pro- 
gram. 

Meanwhile the delays in loan and 
bursary reform have put those stu- 
dents “between a rock and a hard 
place,” Couture said. “Some under- 
grads arc marrying each other just 
to qualify as independent for bur-

Despite much sympathy between 
members of the McGill Senate felt 
for each other’s proposals,thcy 
only managed to pass one motion at 
last Wednesday’s Senate meeting. 

Following McGill’s agreement 
not to sponsor any University func- 
tions at themale-only University . 
Club, Professor Myma Gopnik 
brought forth a motion to ^hibit 
the association of any university 
business or social affair with enter- 
prises or groups which practice any 
form of discrimination. However, 
some Senators expressed disagree- 
ment with the wording of the pro- 
posal. 

“1 don’t like the words enterprise 
or group”, said Dean of Arts Rich- 
ard Salisbury, “because the inter- 
pretation overlaps with exclusively 
ethnic groups, like Hillel.” 

“I think the motion is too broad. It 
leads to enormous amounts of inter- 
pretation — we don’t want to be 
punitive, ’’ said Vice Principal 
Academic, Samuel Freedman. 

Freedman suggested as a substi- 
tute motion “that no University 
business or social events be con- 
ducted at a private club or other 
premise where there exists a policy 
of discrimination.” 

The substitute motion was carried 
by a large majority of the senators. 
However, “the motion is not the last 
word: it doesn’t cover all situ- 
ations,” said Professor C.A. Con- 
way. 

Many questions of concern to 
students were brought up, but the 
motion concerning a search 
committee to appoint the new As- 
sociate Dean of Students was 
dropped as Senate has since ap- 
pointed such a committee. 

Senator Waller questioned VP 
Finance John Armour about space 
allocation for each Faculty within 



the university. “I don’t think we 
should allocate our space according 
to Québec norms. We’re an autono- 
mous institution and can allocate 
space according to our needs,” said 
Armour, although he stated that 
almost every area of campus except 
. for libraries is currently below the 
provincially allocated norms. 

In response to SSMU VP Univer- 
sity Affairs Maria Battaglia’s ques- 
tion concerning classroom over- 
‘ crowding. Principal Johnston was 
vague, and pointed the finger at 
underfunding. “We have a safety 
officer in the university, and if fire 
hazards are a concern, that should 
be brought to his attention.” 

“With respect to overcrowding 
and discomfort, yes, the university 
is investigating the problem, but 
lack of funds is a concern. Just as 
we’re underfunded with respect to 
teaching and research, our capital 
equipment and physical plant have 
received a lower grant than needed. 
Physical Plant says $200 million is 
necessary to bring it up to adequate 
maintenance standards,” he said. 

' There are four groups working on 
this problem, according to 
Johnston, “but there shouldn’t be 
any more serious problems this 
year than last year because our first 
year enrollment is dbwn slightly 
from last year.” 

Battaglia inquired about action 
being taken on non-residence hous- 
ing to integrate into the McGill 
community students displaced by 
the new Residence Admissions 
Policy. 

“We spoke to (Associate Director 
of Physical Resources) Sam King- 
don who commissioned a consult- 
ant to produce recommendations 
on available properties,” said 
Johnston, “Those recommenda- 
tions should be in hand very 
shortly.” Although Battaglia was

Post Graduates get it

After almost a year of negotia- 
tions and delays, the Post-Graduate 
Students’ Society (PGSS) suc- 
ceeded in amending the Students’ 
Society constitution, subject to stu- 
dent ratification. 

“I see no problem in this being 
passed by the students. It’s a fair 
setdement,” said André Couture, 
PGSS VP Èxtemal. 

PGSS must also vote to accept the 
proposals or to reject them and 
work towards autonomy from Stu- 
dents’ Society (SSMU). The 
amendments will now be sent back 
to PGSS fortheirapproval.'Tdlikc 
to sec PGSS pass them in the same 
good faith as we (SSMU) did,” said 
Tennenbaum. 

Approved at last Tuesday’s coun- 
cil meeting, the most significant 
amendment will increase graduate 



representation on council. Other 
changes include the re-allocation of 
funds paid by graduate students to 
Students’ Society, a call for joint 
meetings of the PGSS and SSMU, 
and the initiation of a new non- 
voting graduate representative to 
the Executive Committee. 

“I’d say the current graduate stu- 
dent representation is inadequate 
and in no way reflects the percent- 
age of graduates in the Students’ 
Society,” said Chris Alexander, 
SSMU VP External . 

Graduate students will now be 
allowed to run as representatives of 
the faculty in which they study. 
“This wiU protect the graduate 
student’s own specific interests in 
their department which is different 
from their interest in PGSS,” said 
Dan Tennenbaum, SSMU Presi- 
dent 

“This is a historical moment for 



the Student’s Society. Not just for 
McGill, but for all Canadian uni- 
versities experiencing conflict be- 
tween students’ societies and 
graduate" societies,” said Tennen- 
baum. 

PGSS representatvies seem 
pleased as well. “I’m very satisfied 
and relieved. This has been a prob- 
lem for 25 years and I’m happy it’s 
over,” said Couture. 

However, Jennifer Fraser, Sci- 
ence representative to council, said 
that allowing Graduate students to 
run for council office may jeopard- 
ize the position of undergraduates. 
“Graduate students could con- 
cicvably run for undergraduate 
representative positions. I think 
tlicre could be a danger of graduates 
taking over council. 

“We have to make some sort of 
rule to protect undergraduates. We 
can’t go on like this,” she said.

“Mulroncy has sold out Canada to the United States.” 

This is the accusation which both the Liberals and the NDParc levelling against 
the Conservative government. But the charge is fundamentally flawed in its 
analysis. 

True enough, the proposed free trade agreement is possibly tlic greatest betrayal 
of the Canadian public ever concocted. But by focussing on the Mulroncy govemr 
ment as those responsible, the opposition parties arc ignoring the true power struc- 
tures behind the government, groups who have consistently supported free trade at 
the expense of the Canadian public. 

Mulroncy was hardly alone in pushing free trade. The free trade deal would never 
have been realized without considerable support from the most elite segment of the 
business community. And in many ways, it is this group which bears the bulk of re- 
sponsibility for this national outrage. 

Mulroncy hastily coricludcd the deal to, as he put it, get his neck off the “chopping 
block” of public opinion. The Conservatives have demonstrated a willingness to 
virtually sell Canada to Ac U.S. in order to save Acir party’s already sad political 
credibility. But Ac public didn’t buy it. Seen overall as an act of desperation, Ac 
Conservatives took a sharp nose-dive in Ac polls wi Ain four days of Ac agreement 
being reached. 

Many condemn Ac Conservatives’ motives. But Ac motives of the business 
community — profits at Ac expense of jobs — is even more reprehensible. And the 
power exercised by Ais group over government makes it impossible for Ac two 
opposition partics to strongly criticize Acm. 

Despite Ac government’s own estimate of a possible 500,000 Canadian jobs 
being lost bccauœ of Ac agreement, most large corporations have Arown in Acir 
support. But Ais is noAing new for Aese corporations to place Acir interests above 
Aosc of Ac nation. And it is Ac rule, raAcr than Ac exception, that Acy place Acm 
above Aosc of Acir employees. They argue Aat Ac reduced price of consumer 
goods will compensate for Ac economic damage to Ac nation. Yet most people 
would place Ac value of meaningful and satisfying work above Aat of cheap 
American commodities. 

The Conservative govcminent is in many ways less to be blamed than pitied. They 
arc simply incapable of realizing that government exists to serve Ac public, not Ac 
narrow interests of large corporations. It is Ac business community which has 
betrayed Ac nation. This is not an isolated occurence, but pan of Ac inherent logic 
of our economic order. 

So Ac Conservative government will be swept out of Ac house m Ac next election. 
This still leaves CanaAans wiA a lot of national houscclcaning to do.

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Liberate your stomach 

Greenpeace International held a worldwide day of action against McDonalds' on 
October 16th to protest McDonalds' contrubuiion to world hunger. The protest 
coincided with World Food Day, sponsored by the UN Council on Hunger. 

So. You like your Big Mac, eh? By now you know Aat McDonalds’ food screws 
up your body, but do you know Aat it screws up Ac planet as well? 

McDonalds , defoliates millions of acres of land for beef ranches and paper 
production in Third World countries. Thcusc IcAal poisons to clear large areas of 
rainforest for grazing pastures. It is estimated Aat every minute, fifty acres of Ac 
world’s tropical rainforests arc lost. The farmers who depend on Ais land for sub- 
sistence arc removed and replaced by cattle. Much of Ac land is not used to raise 
cows, but raAcr to raise cow food. Caiileconsume ten times Ae amount of grain and 
soy Aat humans do: one calorie of beef demands ten calories of grmn. Of Ae 145 
million tons of grain and soy fed to livestock, only 21 million tons of meat and by- 
products arc used. The waste is 124 million tons per year at a value of 20 billion US 
dollars (1986 figures). The staple crops of Ac Third World arc hamburger meat for 
Western consumerism. 

Meanwhile, back in Ac shops... 

AswiAmosl multi-national corporations, McDonalds lakes full advantage of 
Acir worker productivity .In Brilian, 80 percent of McDonalds' workers sAd union 
help was necessary to improve working and pay conditions. However, McDonalds 
has allowed Acir workers to unionize only in Sweden and Dublin, Ireland, after 
long siugglcs. McDonald’s policy of firing pro-union employees has prevented 
union organization elsewhere. Blacklists and management firings were used to 
smash attempts at unionization in Spain and Germany. 

McDonalds hires unskilled workers, usually young kids or elderly people from 
disadvantaged or minority groups. They work long hours under lousy conditions for 
precious little. As a result of its heavy managcriA siruciurc, worker compl Ants arc 
often ignored. 

In a work place where Ae annuA staff lum-over is 60 per cent, McDonAds uses 
cash bonuses as incentives to work longer Aan ninety days. Many employees work 
long enough to cash in on their bonus and quit promptly Acrcaftcr. But if your 
employer was exploitive, cheap, and anti-union, wo Ad you hang around to get your 
gold watch? 

The average McDonalds mcA is high in fat, sodium, and sugar and low in fibre, 
vitamins, and mincrAs— Ac stuff that cancer and heart disease arc made of. Rest 
assured, Aough. Your heart will be perfectly preserved due to Ac additives in 
McDonalds beef and buns. Their ‘fresh’ lettuce is treated wiA 12 (count ’em!) 
chemicals to keep it the right colour, at Ac right crispness, for Ac right amount of 
lime. Their own figures show that a ’quarter-pounder’ is 48 per cent water. 

McDonald s docs not stand Aonc in exploitive fast-food corporations. Burger 
KinSi Harvey s, Wendy s etc. all share in Ac abuse of Ac global food system. 
However, because McDonAds is Ac biggest and most aggressive of Ac muliina- 
lionA burger corporations, Greenpeace chose it as Ac focus of action on World 
Hunger Ddy. 

We’re A1 influenced by Ac pressures of stupid advertising and consumcrist 
hype. But Ais shouldn’t influence our abiliiyoo ask questions about McDonalds 
and to rcAisc Aat something is seriously wrong. 

The next time you’ve got Arcc bucks in your pockciand you’ve got Aatcamivorous 
craving, think about where your money is going. The buck really doesn’t stop Acre.

No refuge in Canada

T he Canadian Federal Gov- 
ernment has recently 
passed a law which gives 
immigration officials the 
right to board ships up to 40 kilo- 
meters off die coast and turn them 
away if they contain “bogus refu- 
gees". It also raises fines against 
“simiggicrs" of “bogus refugees" 
and against airlines who bring in 
pcojde with fal.se identity papers. 
“Turning away " means a rash 
judgement on die spot, it means 
judging people’s lives without giv- 
ing them a proper hearing with die 
assistance of legal counsel. Iliis 
Bill (C-H4) wiLs passed despite con- 
certed efforts from virtually every 
group that deals directly with refu- 
gees, including immigration offi- 
cials, immigration lawyers, Church 
groups, refugee groups and Am- 
nesty International. All this sug- 
gests that people who are informed 
reeogni/e.thai turning away people 
without .so much as a hearing, or 
punishing diosc who practice hu- 
manitarianism.isdraconian. Either 
this government is unlwlievably 
ignorant and callous, or they arc 
struggling to .score cheap political 
points by pacifying the uninformed 
or die racist voters in diis country. 

Well, as if diey haven’t had 
enough yet, we now hear that the 
Conservatives arc about ready to 
prc.scni the equally damaging (ap- 
parently even more so in its am- 
ended form)' Bill C-55. A clo.se 
examination of the proposed bill 
and its relationship to die cun-ent 
law immediately reveals its defi- 
ciencies, or more pointedly, its 
oppressive nature. 

THE CURRENT LAW 

Under the present law, or more 
specifically under the Immigration 
Act of 1976, all immigrants who 
land in Canada have the right to 



.set. If, during this hearing, a refu- 
gee makes a claim for refugee 
status, die meeting is adjourned, 
and a date is set for a .second hear- 
ing. Once the person in question 
has been admitted, he or she con- 
tacts a lawyer, a.s.scmbles pertinent 
infonnation, and isgi ven a hearing. 
This ‘Declaration UndcrOath’ isan 
information-gathering session 
which allows the claimant a chance 
to explain the circumstances which 
led to his or her claiming refugee 
status in Canada. 

'Tlic hearing, according to 
Immigration’s own regulations, 
prcK’ecds in the following manner 
(abbreviated): 

“Tliis meeting is notan inquiry. We 
arc here today to gather information 
concerning your claim to be a 
Convention Refugee. I will not 
make any recommendations nor 
judgements during this examina- 
tion, and I have nodecision-making 
power over your ca.se. We will 
rapidly review your basic form and 
we wil 1 examine your identification 
documents. I will read you the 
definition of a Convention Refugee 
asdc.scribcd in the Geneva Conven- 
tion, and 1 will ask you five ques- 
tions related to diis definition. 
Finally, it will be your responsibil- 
ity to give us die reasons why you 
fear persccurtion and why you are 
claiming refugee suitus in Canada. 
During your statement, try tokeepa 
chronological order of the events, 
and please be as preci.se as you can 
concerning the dates, the places and 
the names of any persons stated 
during your examination. Your 
Coun.sel may assist you by asking 
youquc.stions. You and your coun- 
.scl will have a period of time to add 
any other relevant information to 
your claim." 

The actual definition of ‘Conven- 
tion Refugee’ is read to each refu- 
gee at the hearing. It is as follows; 

'Convention Refugee' means any 
person who, by reason of a well- 
founded fear of persecution for 
reason of race, religion, national- 
ity, membership in a particular 
social group or politicial opinion, 
a) is outside the country of hislher 



or, by reason of. such fear, is imwill- 
ing to return to that country. 

With the assistance of a counsel, the 
refugee is then given all the time s/ 
he needs to explain why .s/lie is 
claiming refugee status in this 
country. At the conclusion of this 
hearing, the following statement is 
read to the refugee: 

A transcript of your declaration 
will be iruide. The transcript will be 
.sent to the Refugee Statics Advisory 
Conunittec in Canada. The Refu- 
gee Status Advisory Committee will 
carefully review your application 
and nuike its reconmiendation to 
the Minister of Immigration. Based 
on that recommendation, the Min- 
ister will decide if you are a Con- 
vention refugee. You will by per- 
.sonally informed of tjutt decision.

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Feminizing free-trade

A free trade deal will leave thou.sand.s of 
Canadian women jobless and could allow 
American companies to dictate the future of 
day-care .services in this country, according 
to a Toronto-ba.scd economist 

"Women will be disproportionately af- 
fected by free trade, and it has to do with the 
arcjLS in which they work. In the manufactur- 
ing sector, they work in industries which arc 
extremely vulnerable. And most women are 
concentrated in Just a few industries, like 
textiles and clotlting. These industries arc 
going to take a real beating with free trade.” 
.stiiil Marjorie Cohen, a professor at the 
Ontario Institute for Studies in Education 
(OISE). 

Canadian and American negotiators came 
to an agreement last week which would lift 
many tariff and non-tariff barriers between 
the two countries. Tlic pact must be accepted 
by legislatures in both countries and would 
come into effect January 1. 1989. 

According to Cohen there have been no 
convincing signs that the Mulroney govern- 
ment will introduce adequate job adjustment 
programs to address the retraining needs of 
displaced workers. 

Women make up 7S percent of the labour 
force in die already ailing textiles indusuy, 
Cohen said. Many of the workers are female 
immigrants, have less education than the 
Canadian average, or arc older with chil- 
dren. 

"Women arc not at all well served by the 
training programs which exist. They arc 
designed for male-type jobs. Most women 
who will lose their jobs will not have the 
education or die experience they will need to 
get into regaining programs. Immigrant 
women and poor women cannot be regained 
easily for dicse high tech jobs which (free- 
trade advocates) say will become available. 
It just won’t happen.” 

Cohen .said an agreement between the two 
countries will jeopardize the delivery of 



.social services and diat even decisions on 
day care will be taken out of Canadian 
hands. 

American firms, including large, private 
d.iy-carc companies, arc eager to establish 
themselves in this counuy. Cohen .said. But 
these companies dispute what dtcy perceive 
to be unfair subsidies to Canadian busi- 
ne.s.se.s.SinccCanadiannon-profitchildcare 
cenu'cs receive government subsidies, the 
American firms will want comparable sub- 
sidies for themselves. 

"So this whole issue which is a great de- 
bate now in Canada — over whether you 
should have profit or non-profit day care — 
will be completely out of our hands. It will 
be decided by trade law,” .said Cohen, 

According to Cohen, a free-trade deal 
would have a devastating impact on jobs in 
the service sector, which has provided the 
majority of new employment prospects for 
women in this century. 

The service sector employs nearly 83 per 
cent of all women in the labour force, so 
changes resulting from free trade will havea 
stronger impact on women than on men. 
Tliat includes jobs in banks, insurance 
companies, in the data processing field, and 
clerical jobs. 

"These are very important jobs for women 
— and they arc very seriously under threat," 
said Cohen. 

Cohen and three other women were 
commissioned by the Canadian Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women to produce 
three working papers on Free Trade and its 
effect on women. While Cohen’s paper 
points to the dangers and disadvantages for 
'women, economist Katie MacMillan says 
that a free trade deal would be beneficial to 
women as workers and consumers. 

MacMillan’s report concludes, "the most 
important accomplishment of a free trade 
agreement would be to give Canadian 
women the opportunity to leave poor jobs in 
industries already seriously threatened by 
world competitive pressures and find new 
employment and better prospects in grow- 
ing indusu-ics elsewhere in the economy." 



“The jobs that these women have and that 
lliey don’t want to lose seem to be the most 
horrible jobs...,” said MacMillan. 

MacMillan refutes claims by Cohen and 
others that women face greater barriers than 
men in relocation and retraining. 

"Recent studies of displaced workers 
show iliat women adjust better than men to 
shifts in llic job market,” said MacMillan. 
“They arc unemployed for shorter periods of 
time between jobs and they tend to move 
into higher paying jobs titan tlieir previous 
jobs, whereas men tend to get jobs that pay 
the same or less.” 

But MacMillan added tliat since women 
usually have such lower paying jobs in the 
first place, “they have nowhere to go but 
up.”

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MacMillan also said that the removal of 
tariffs on basic necessities (food, shelter and 
clotlting) which account for a greater pro- 
portion of women’s expenditures (than 
men’s), would improve economic prospects 
for Canadian women. 

Cohen disagreed, "There is no evidence to 
support the claim that free uade will help 
consumers at all. When tarilfs and quotas on 
children’s and men’s shoes were lifted, not 
only were 1500 jobs lost in that industry but 
the price of children’s shoes increased by 26 
per cenL” 

“When the domestic market is gone, im- 
porters ean charge whatever prices they 1 ike . 
People arc pretty sophisticated; they know 
that prices don’t fall,” said Cohen. 

Sylvia Gold, president of the Canadian 
Advisory Council on the Status of Women 
(CACS^ said that the government-ap- 
pointed Council docs not take an official 
stand for or against free trade. 

“One point that draws them (Cohen and 
MacMillan) together is the need for gradual 
labour adjustment programmes,” said Gold , 
adding that the CACSW will continue to 
lobby fora ten yearphase-outperiodof trade 
barriers for tlte least competitive and most 
labour-intensive uadc areas which tend to 
employ a disproportionate number of 
women.

So went the thunderous introduction to tlte 
speech on free trade which Literal leader 
John Turner presented last Thursday after- 
noon al McGill. 

Invited on behalf of Liberal McGill and 
the Political Science Students’ As.socialion 
(PSSA) to speak on the free trade agreement 
reached between Canada and the United 
Stales two weeks ago, an energetic Turner 
immediately focused on the negative impli- 
cations of the deal, where Canada’s future 
was at stake. 

If accepted by both countries, the deal 
w'ould work to promote trade between the 
two countries by primarily eliminating all 
tariff and non-tariff trade barriers, ridding of 
protectionist measures and by allowing each 
country free and unrestricted access to the 
Ollier’s resources. 

Tlie principles of the agreement have 
generated both delight and disgust in politi- 
cal leaders across Canada as they differ in ei- 
ther striving to promote or protect their re- 
gional interests. Although some remain 
undecided, this is one issue upon which the 
Right Honorable John Turner is not. Mr, 
Turner made it quite clear what free trade 
implies for Canada. 

"It is open sea.son on Canadian business. 
It is takeover unlimited. We gave away the 
ability of Canadian business to conuol and 
infl uence our economic destiny of the coun- 
try. We gave away complete access to our 
service indusuies among which arc finan- 
cial institutions - our Canadian banks can 
now be Canadian-owned. Worst, in my 
opinion, however, is dial we have surren- 
dered the resource base that we have as 
Canadians. Wchavcallowcdouroilandgas 
and coal and probably water to become part 
of what is described as a continental energy 
policy. Tliis is not a free trade agreement for 
Canada,” he said. 

Aldiough Ontario Liberal Premier David 
Peterson is, like his federal counterpart, an 
opponent of free trade because of detrimen- 
tal implications on the Auto-Pact between 
Ontario and the United Slates, Québcc’s 
Liberal Premier Robert Bourassa begs to 
differ. He fervendy supports the free trade 
agreement by very virtue of die fact that he 
will now be able to unload Québec of its 
liydro-clccirical surplusscs dirough the 
continental energy policy. Because ‘sacred’ 
rc.sourccs like oil and natural gas however 
arc also a pan of this energy policy. Turner 
did not attempt to conceal his contempt for 
the notion dial Canada will be dangerously 
acting as a ‘‘resource storehouse” for a large

tills review panel would have is to .say 
whether American law has been fairly ap- 
plied,” he explained. 

Because eighty-five percent of our goods 
prc.scnlly move across the American border 
free of tariffs under tlie details of the General 
Agreement on Trades and Tariffs (GATT), 
Turner is unimprc.sscd with the benefits of 
free uadc for Canada. AllJiough he main- 
tains that "we enjoy our American friends”, 
Canada should continue its .sectoral ap- 
proach to trade with the United Slates as 
opposed to an all-cncompasing one. 

"We could continue to use the world, 
negotiations to cut side deals as we have 
historically with the United States. I would 
continue to accelerate our negotiations 
within the GATT. I would move interna- 
tionally, I would strengthen die inlcma- 
lional Dibunal in terms of trade where we’ve 
always done better as Canadians again.sl 
Japan, the United Slates and Europe.” 

“I would al.so recognize that no trade 
policy is a substitute for a national economic 
strategy. A trading policy should only be 
part of an economic süalcgy. The mistake 
tills government made was to pul all its eggs 
in one basket and to feel dial all the eco- 
nomic problems of Canada would be solved 
solely virtually liecaase of jradc agreement 
with the United States,” he said. 

Turner’s cridcal a.sscssmenl of the free 
trade deal was not without nadonalist rheto- 
ric as he made an impa.ssioncd plea on behalf 
of the students, as the generation who would 
be "fashioning the future,” to seriously 
consider the implications for Canada. 

"The historic effort to build this country 
as a di.stincl nation, unique and seperate 
from die United Stales, to build links east 
and west — a railway, anairline.a broadcast- 
ing system, a hydro-carbons u~an.smission 
system — were nation-building enicrpri.scs. 
Now the forces of economics in a continen- 
tal way will be North and Soudi,” he .said. 

Despite his insistence that the Canada’s 
trade rclatioaship with the United States is 
“vital”, John Turner concluded his speech 
on a note of strong nationalist commitment 



country like the United States. 

In opposing free trade. Turner expressed 
his apprehensions in not seeing Canada’s 
national iniere.sLs secured in the agreement. 
Tliere is to be die establishment of a tribunal 
to which either counuy can appeal in the 
event of a trade di.spulc, and although Min- 
i.sier of Trade Patricia Carney has pledged 
dial it that will be a "fair and impartial” one. 
Turner thinks differendy. 

“It will apply American law, it will apply 
American rules and the only jurisdiction that 
against a backdrop of rc.sounding applause. 

“I have always felt that while it iiiighi cost 
a little a little more from dme to time to be 
Canadian, that the price of being Canadian is 
a price worth paying,” he stated. 

Invidng students to query and comment 
on is.sues of theirchoice.Tumer was granted 
the opportunity to present his posidons on 
various matters ranging from die need for 
Canada to impose "total economic sanc- 
tions” on South Africa to his recognition of 
Quebec as a “di.stincl .society” with regards 
to the Mecch Lake Accord. 

Regardless of dio.se who were Liberal, 
Conservadve, free trade propoiicnts or op- 
ponents, Turner was impressive. 

“It was very excidng for John Turner to 
come to McGill. It was a great success in that 
the crowd was a very appreciative one. They 
asked quesdons and he handled them well. 
He was really quite a pre.sencc,” remarked 
Tony Flanz, President of die PSSA. 

“Although I don’t agree with Turner on 
his ideas of free trade as 1 think that the deal 
will be beneficial for Canada, 1 was vcr>’ 
impressed widi die turnout, I was glad that a 
sixaker like him could come out,” .said Ila 
Watson, President of PC McGill. 

Prc.sidenl of Liberal McGill, Gary Evans 
is very opiimisdc. "Mr. Turner has Iwen 
critisized in the past for not clearly enunciat- 
ing Liberal policies and now he is cle;irly 
taking a stand. Lilieral McGill supports 
John Turner as leader. We still have con- 
cerns about certain i.ssues like Mecch Lake 
but we have to put our energies into support- 
ing him.”

Pay as you learn

Students in the Diploma of Edu- 
cation program arc paying more 
than their share of course materials 
carges. The usual fee rate is SI 00 
per year for full time students. Dip 
Ed. students are paying up to SI 50 
dollars in what some student lead- 
ers call a hidden tuition increase. 

The photo copy fee was imple- 
mented two years ago to officially 
pay for photocopies. When course 
material charges first appeared, the 
Qu6bcc government limited them 
to SlOO, except where a special 
agreement existed between the in- 
stitution and the ministry. 

The photocopy fee is calculated 
on a per-credit basis, at a little over 
three dollars per credit Students 
taking more than thirty credits are 
paying more than the Quebec limit. 
For example, a Dip. Ed. student 
who is taking a4S-credit program is 
paying SI 50 per year. 

“The charge is a disguised tuition 
increase. It’s not being used to 
make photocopies," said André 
Couture, VP-Extemal of the Post- 
Graduate Students’ Society. Cou- 
ture has begun to fightagainst the 
overcharging of Dip. Ed. students. 



Couture sent a letter to education 
m inistcr Claude Ryan questionning 
the legality of the SI 50 charge. 
According to the ministry, the fee is 
legal. ‘The SlOO [limit on] course 
materials charges was based on a 
nominal course load,’’, but the 
added course load of the Dip. Ed. 
makes the added charge Icgrd. 

“We’ve stopped focussing on 
forcing the ministry not to allow 
McGill to charge the odd student 
more than a hundred dollars,” said 
Chris Alexander, VP External of 
Students’ Society of McGill . 

“What we have to argue is that it 
is that it is a disguised form of 
tuition increase and the ministry 
should recognize it as such, and if 
they still sc a need for it then they 
should raise tuition and take the 
political backlash that that would 
entail," said Alexander. 

Couture received a letter from 
McGill principal David Johnson 
who said he "regretted their differ- 
'ence of opinion on the matter.’’ 
‘They want us to be quiet on tliis 
issue,” said Couture. 

The materials cchargc is not tax 
deductible, nor is it counted to- 
wards calculation loans and bursar- 
ies.

Time runs out on FAE talks

Discussion on military research 
at McGill was abruptly ended at 
Wednesday’s Senate before any- 
thing could be resolved. 

The report by the Committee on 
Research Contracts Sponsored by 
the Military was abandoned be- 
cause quorum was lost and the 
meeting was adjourned. 

Committee Co-Chair Abbott 
Conway reported that committee 
members werq divided on the issue 
of military research at McGill. 
“The committee had difficulty ar- 
riving at its conclusions, although 
we were all agreed on those conclu- 
sions,” said Conway. 

-The McGill Ad-Hoc Committee 
for Responsible Research plans to 
demostrate at the Board of Gover- 
nors meeting to protest McGill’s 
involvement in military research. 

“We want to put the message 
across to the Board of Governors,” 
said Marc Wills , a member of the 
Commiuee. “We don’ t want explo- 
sive research done at McGill and 
we shall continue to voice our con- 
cern. 

The Committee recommended 
openess when dealing with military 
research contracts. “The aim of 
research is that it must be able to be 
broadcasted. It must be publish- 
able," said BennctL

under the impression that the mo- 
tion was passed in terms of those 
students, Johnston said, “the in- 
quiry is not simply related to those 
students displaced by the new pol- 
icy. We have a larger mandate than 
that." 

Battaglia also pointed out that the 
Minisuy of Higher Education re- 
quired a report on the university’s 
use of tlic course materials charge. 
“We only received the forms on 
Oestober 5, ” said Armour (al- 
though the request was made in 
1986), “and we’ll have them com- 
pleted and submitted by October 
3 1 ." The report will then be brought 
to Senate. 



The committee received twenty- 
one written opinions and numerous 
spoken ones on the subject of mili- 
tary research at McGill. 

“Most (of them) want weapons re- 
search. Over fifty percent of our re- 
sponse said McGill had a duty to 
carry out government requested 
research," said Conway. 

“The report underlines the re- 
sponsibility of the researcher to 
regulate what she or he has under- 
uiken," Bennet added. 

“The issue will be brought up at 
the next Senate meeting scheduled 
for October 28th,” said Sheila Shel- 
don-Collyer, Secretary to Senate. 

Sheldon-Collyer also added that

Student council supports strike 

WINNIPEG (CUP) While acknowledging the poor financial 
situation of most students, the University of Winnipeg student 
council has taken a stand against strike-breakers who are taking ad- 
vantage of “the fastest get rich option in sight" 

"Our stand in opposition to thé practice of strike-breaking came 
about because we, as a union, support unions,” said Chi Emeniwa, 
council vice-president external, adding that the policy covers the 
national postal worker’s strike as well as the Westfair stores 
workers’ strike in the province of Manitoba. 

A press release sent out by the association last week acknowl- 
edges that students, who have to deal with “the high costs. of 
everything from tuitions to bus passes," have the option of working 
as strike-breakers to increase their income. 

“But (the student council) feels that the principle of unions and 
the benefits unions have brought to this centre far outweigh any 
short-term gain of temporary employment in union-held jobs,” 
said the release. It also warns students of potentially violent 
working situations. 

The council objected to the employers exploiting the situation of 
“poor and desparatc people by offering temporary work as strike- 
breakers, " a sentiment echoed by the local president of the local 
Canadian Union of Postal Workers (CUPW). 

“I understand why students would go for this type of employ- 
ment," said Dale Clark, “but it is a bad that the federal government 
is exploiting the students in this way." 

“We ran across a lot of students arriving for training as postal 
carriers. They said they were interested in the money they would 
receive from the training program,” said Clark, adding that the 
union filled a grievance on behalf of the students, who were 
receiving only S5 an hour for the training. 



Bucks for sucks in B.C. 



VANCOUVER (CUP) High School students arc calling it “bucks 
for sucks". 

But the Vander Zalm government thinks its new program re- 
warding good grades with a tuition discount at a post-secondary 
institution will promote healthy competition and academic excel- 
lence. 

Under the “Passports for Excellence” program, students in 
grades nine through 12 will be issued booklets to be stamped for 
academic excellence. Upon graduation the booklets would be 
redeemable for rebates on tuition at any B.C. post-secondary 
institution. 

Advanced Education minister, Stan Hagaen, said his ministry is 
considering redemption values betwen S500 and S750 per year of 
achievement. 

NDP education critic Barry Jones said it fails to get to the root of 
B.C.’s accessibility problem. 

“While this move introduces funding at the student level, there 
won’t be space available unless there is more funding at the 
university level," hfc said. 

Brian Header, who helped design the plan, said the program was 
developed to encourage more B.C. students to seek a post- 
secondary education. 

But in a province with limited funding for post-secondary 
education, any student-directed money should go to those with the 
greatest needs, said a representative from the Canadian Federation 
of Students-Pacific Region (CFS). 



HALIFAX (CUP) Professors work out of broom closets and at 
least two psychologists have turned down jobs at Mount Saint 
Vincent University because of a shortage of space. 

“(Last)January 1 was temporarily moved into the sinkroom of 
one of the psychology labs,” said psychology professor Barbara 
Hodkin,‘“‘Fortunatcly I don’t require much room, but the space 
was so tight that my assistant and I couldn’t sit down at the same 
time." 

Hodkin said the lack of room is costing the university. Two 
Psychologists have refused offers of employment because inade- 
quate research facilities ware unavailable. She said external fund- 
ing will be harder to come by as a result. 

Hodkin was awarded a Natural Science-Engineering Research 
Council (NSERC) grant last year, but was without lab space for 
five months. 

“What disturbs me is that 1 have a professor teaching a double 
overload and 1 can’t even supply him with a proper desk or shelves 
so that he can unpack his bcoks,” said Judy Scrimger, chair of the 
Public Relations DepartmenL
